PREMIER BALDWIN, HIS CABINET

DRAMATIC ANNOUNCEMENT WAS 
MADE AT NO. IO DOWNING 
STREET

London, May 12.— B ritain’s gen­ 
eral strike is ended. 
As a crowd milled about in front 
of No. IO Downing Street, where 
for several hours, a conference had 
been underway between represents 
tives of the Trades Union council 
Premier Baldwin and 
members 
of 
the 
cabinet, 
negotiations 
which 
brought to a close the industrial war 
which for nine days has gripped the 
nation. 


It was a dramatic announcement 
th a t came to 
the 
w aiting 
crowd 
shortly; after I P. 
M. 
that 
today 
would see a close of the labor diffi­ 
culties. 
A rthur Pugh, president of 
the 
Trades 
Union 
congress, 
told 
Premier Baldwin that 
the 
strike 
would end today and this announce­ 
ment was forwarded to the 
group 
outside. 
So great is the momentum of the 
stoppage, however, that several days 
probably will be required to get the 
wheels of industry and commerce to 
whirl. 
Sir Herbert Samuel, chairman of 
the royal coal commission, and Ar­ 
th u r Pugh achieved 
the 
informal 
agreement which ended the general 
strike. 
The conditions upon which they 
agreed are as follows: 
1. 
Negotiations for peace in the 
coal industry would be resumed and 
the government’s coal subsidy would 
be renewed for such 
a 
reasonable 
period as may be required. 
2. 
A national wag^ board would 
be established to include representa­ 
tives of the miners and mine owners, 
presided over by a neutral chairman.* 
3. 
The parties should be entitled 
to raise any relevant points before 
the wage board. 
4. 
There would be no revision of 
wage rates, unless there were assur­ 
ances that the royal coal 
commis­ 
sion’s reorganization measures would 
be adopted. 
5. 
After 
agreement 
on 
other 
points and consideration 
of 
every 
means of meeting the immediate fin­ 
ancial difficulties, the 
wage 
board 
may, if absolutely necessary, proceed 
w ith the preparation of a new wage 
agreement. 
6. 
Such 
agreement 
should 
be 
simpler than the one just 
expired 
and should not decrease the present 
minimum wage. 
Revision of wage 
scales would be provided, if w arrant­ 
ed. 
7. 
Recruiting of new adult work­ 
ers would be prevented if unemploy­ 
ed miners were available. 
8. 
The final condition 
specifies 
th a t workers displaced by closure of 
a collier should be transferred 
if 
mobile, or maintained for a certain 
period, this maintenance to be in ad­ 
dition to the present dole. 
Houses 
would be constructed for the trans­ 
ferred workers. 
Strike disorders continued 
right 
up to the moment of the announce­ 
ment and it was considered 
likely 
th a t some disorders would occur be­ 
fore the peace news could be broad­ 
cast to all parts of the country. 
Baldwin, Winston Churchill, chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, Colonel Lane 
Fox, minister of mines, the Earl of 
Birkenhead and Sir Howard Wilson 
represented the government during 
the morning parley.

In permitting the 
strike leaders 
to come to Downing Street, Baldwin 
receded from his position assumed at 
the beginning of the general strike, 
when he announced th at

tion of the strike order would be pre- 
requsite to resumption of peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
The situation apparently now re­ 
verts to a week ago Saturday when 
negotiations to find a basis few the 
coal industry dispute were in prog­ 
ress after the miners had left the 
pits.

burg dictator, after

resignation from the presidency, to 
abolish the Dawes plan, scrap the 
Locarno treaty, repudiate the Ver­ 
sailles treaty and revive militarism. 
A cabinet crisis has developed as 
a result of the decision of the demo­ 
cratic party to submit two motions 
to the Reichstag • today 
indorsing 
President Hindenburg’s demands for 
a uniform national flag and refusing 
confidence in Chancellor 
Luther's

On a third motion the government 
lost. 
The issue involved President Von 
H indenburg’s proposal to create 
a 
uniform national flag and by a ris­ 
ing vote the proposal was approved.

morning there were reports that the 
cabinet already had 
resigned 
but 
they were denied. 
It was evidence, 
however, that a crisis was at hand. 
The actual vote of lack of confi­ 
dence was on the motion

democrats. The vote was 176 against 
the government, 146 for the govern­ 
ment and 103 not voting.

N0RGE ROARS OVER THE TOP OF 
THE WORLD IN PIONEER 
FLIGHT 
Oslo, May 12.— (UP) — For the 
first time in history a dirigible has 
flown over the north pole. 
At I A. 
M.. according to advices here, 
the 
Norge, carrying the Amundsen-EllH- 
worth-Nobile polar expedition, roar­ 
ed over the top of the world. 
Thus the names of Lincoln Ells­ 
worth, American; 
Captain 
Roald 
Amundsen, Norwegian, 
and 
Com­ 
mander Nobile, Italian, and 
their 
crew were added to those of Admiral 
Peary and Matt Henson, and to Com­ 
mander Richard E. Byrd and Floyd 
Bennett, as the only men who have 
ever seen the north pole. 
Up to the time the pole was passed 
no land had been sighted, 
only 
a 
vaat expanse of polaf^ew, according 
to the advices reaching here. 
From 
there today the Norge Is believed to 
be proceeding westward, flying over 
a region heretofore unexplored and 
in which Amundsen and his 
com­ 
panions hope to find land, lf any ex­ 
ists, in the region of the pole. 
The airship, one of the most ad­ 
vanced developments of 20th 
cen- 
isportat ion, plowed forward

W ith Che ship w^irt t h | radio, the 
most advanced development of 20th 
century communication, to keep the 
world informed of the progress of 
the flight. 
It was the first time in 
history of polar exploration that an 
expedition had bene able to keep its 
base and its home lands informed of 
its progress. 
Commander Byrd, Floyd Bennett, 
his pilot, who only a few days ago 
made history by flying their Fokker 
plane to the pole, the first time an 
airplane had made such a trip and 
the second time in history the pole 
had been reached, escorted the Norge 
in their plane away from King's Bay 
and then returned to aw ait with the 
rest of the world the news of the 
expedition.

Groups representing middle west 
em states claim that the industry 
of that section is being strangled by 
high freight rates and that cheaper 
water transportation offers the only 
available relief. 
The Missouri River Navigation As­ 
sociation, representing business I n- 
tcrests of those states, is demanding 
congressional approval of the project 
to expand the navigability of 
the 
Missouri river above Kansas 
City. 
Their demand will b* made in the 
house next week when the rivers and 
harbors bill comes up for action. 
A 
bloc of more than 10(1 congressmen 
has been mobilized to 
support 
an 
amendment approving the project. 
At a dinner of the Missouri River 
Navigation 
Association 
here 
last 
night, comparative statistics 
were 
presented showing that the extension 
of Missouri river navigability would 
result in a total savings 
of 
more 
than 
830,000,000 
now 
spent 
in 
freight rate6. 
Farmers kbove Kansas City could 
save from five to eight cents a bushel 
on all grain shipped, according to 
C. E. Childs of the Omaha Chamber 
of Commerce, who presented the fig­ 
ures. 
If 8,000,000 tons of grain or 
half of the production of the terri­ 
tory were shipped by the 
proposed 
water route, the total Having would 
be $16,000,000, It was pointed out. 
The freight hill on coal

T h i r t y - s i x years ago the state of Louisiana was robbed of 
$200,000 by a state treasurer who proved to be a thief. 
The de­ 
faulter escaped to Honduras before he could be apprehended and 
lived in that country until a few weeks ago. 
A new generation is now in control of affairs in Louisiana 
which does not remember tile scandal thirty-six years old. 
They 
dropped the charges a short time ago with the result th at the 
treasurer has come back. 
He is now eighty-five years of age. 
F o r thirty-six years he has not been a citizen. 
He could not 
participate in Honduras affairs for he was not a legal citizen. 
He could not hold property because he was a fugitive from justice. 
If he had been attacked on the street, or if his money had been 
stolen, he had no recourse in the courts for he had no rights. 
He 
was able to get no justice except that which was given to him, 
freely, by good citizens or that which he was able to command for 
himself by force of arm s or bluster. 
Fo r thirty-six years he has lived alone. 
Those from whom 
he stole in Louisiana did not care to visit him. 
His shame and 
disgrace drove him to avoid visitors from the states. 
The occa­ 
sions that meant much to the citizens of Honduras m eant least 
to him because he could not walk among men in honor and dig­ 
nity. 
He was a thief. 
F o r thirty-six years he lived in hiding. 
He dared not travel. 
The small circle of friends among whom he lived was composed 
cf those who knew his sin and had agreed to help him hide. 
F o r thirty-six years he lived with his imagination. 
No fiend 
more vindictive has ever tormented the soul of man than an ac­ 
tive imagination. 
If the cables and newspapers did not bring 
news his imagination invented it— and it always invented the 
worst. 
He lived the constant companion of fears, forebodings, 
rum ors, reports, hearsay and nightm ares. 
F o r thirty-six years he lived under the scorn of honest men, 
endured the contempt of good men, overheard nothing lait harsh 
comments, enjoyed no sympathy, spent no dollar that he could 
call his own, looked into the face of every stranger with .suspicion 
lest he be a secret agent in disguise. 
For thirty-six years he was 
never able to escape his own conscience for one moment. 
By this misery and shame he gained five thousand dollars 
a year. 
Now he has come back. 
His money is almost gone. 
His 
friends have been gone for thirty-six years. 
He has but a few 
more years to live. 
By all the laws of crim e he succeeded. 
He 
stole and he got away. 
But did he win?

Indeed too many people in A m erica look upon Scouting as a 
purely recreational or play program without recognizing that the 
many dram atic and spectacular features of Scouting are but a 
means to an end and that the real purpose of the movement is 
citizenship training and character building. 
Recognizing this condition, a nation-wide Leadership T rain ­ 
ing program has been inaugurated with a view to strengthening 
the quality of service that is involved iii a man giving himself as 
a Scoutm aster, and A ssistant Scoutm aster on a voluntary basis 
in the cause of Scouting, or in any other capacity. 
Many (if these 
men give from five to thirty hours a week in volunteer service in 
preparation for the weekly troop meetings, in overnight hikes and 
for other outdoor activities. 
In the past fifteen years fully a half 
million men have given their time in voluntary service, and in it­ 
self this makes the Boy Scouts of Am erica an outstanding factor 
in a life of democracy. 
The degree of seriousness with which men 
serving on a voluntary basis apply themselves to the responsibil­ 
ity, and the number of men who will avail themselves of the op­ 
portunity for special training, determines the degree of effective­ 
ness of the Scouting program , and anything that can be done to 
glorify the service of the man who serves as a volunteer will e n ­ 
able the Boy Scouts of Am erica to hold the interest of the men 
thus serving, and increase the number of men willing to serve.

N TG a tropical jungle of Brazil 
from which few white men have 
escaped alive, a modern Captain 
John Smith is about to venture. 
Ile is placing his faith upon mod­ 
ern 
science 
to 
soothe 
the 
savage 
breast, as did Smith, with his mag­ 
netic 
compass, 
some 
two 
hundred 
years 
ago. 
A 
powerful 
electric 
flashlight and a sensitive radio receiv­ 
ing set are the means by which the 
intrepid American explorer hopes to 
divert 
the murderous 
intentions of 
the cruel Cervantes Indians, who in­ 
habit the River 
of Death Region, 
just south of the Amazon basin. 
“There is a legend in Brazil," ac­ 
cording tf> Francis Gow-Smith, who 
dares to risk his 
life upon so thin 
a thread, “that no white man has ever 
returned from an exploration trip up 
tile Rio das Mortcs, and from that 
fatal connotation 
the waterway de­ 
rives its name, the River of Death.’’ 
The 
hostile 
Chcrvantes 
Indians, 
who slink through the heavy tropical 
foliage of the River of Death ter­ 
ritory, acquired their hatred of the 
white* 
man hundreds of 
years 
ago 
while the Spaniards held them under 
an iron rule. 
For years treasure ships 
of booty, laden with gold and jewels 
rewarded 
the 
Spanish 
conquerors. 
But a well organized revolt of the 
Chcrvantes resulted in the death of 
every last invading Spaniard and to 
this day they have 
successfully re­ 
sisted the advance of civilization. 


Few Escape Poison Arrows 


A few years ago three hardy Bra­ 
zilians ventured into the Chervantes 
territory. 
Two of them were slain. 
The third escaped because 
the In­ 
dians thought that his eyeglasses de­ 
noted 
supernatural 
powers. 
They 
adopted him as a medicine man and 
gave him a native wife. 
But these 
signal honors held him only until the 
first opportuity to escape offered itself. 
Another explorer, a German, es­ 
caped from the River of Death coun­ 


try with the aid of a violin, substan­ 
tiating the old adage, music soothes 
the savage breast. 
Another explorer 
enchanted these murderous natives by 
means of his binoculars. 
But 
these 
are the only cases of successful pene­ 
tration of the Chervantes territory. 
Francis Gow-Smith was the next 
to expose himself to the poisoned ar­ 
rows of the slinking Indians. 
For 
five days with a hastily collected crew 
of 
timid 
but 
friendly 
Carajas 
he 
worked 
his way up the Rio das 
Mortes. 


Gow-Smith’s F irst Venture 


“ The scene was an endless para­ 
dise of peace and flaming beauty. The 
batiks 
were walled with forests and 
draped with the gorgeous colors of 
flowing vines. 
Over the silver sheet 
of the water flashed in a kaleidoscope 
of amazing color the wings of par­ 
rots and strange butterflies. 
Solemn­ 
ly on the rocks along the shore stood 
countless 
long-billed 
ibis, 
flaunting 
their plumage in pastel shades of red, 
green, purple and blue. 
Other fish­ 
ermen, the graceful jaguars, lay dain­ 
tily 
draped 
on 
branches 
over 
the 
stream where shoals of fish, feeding 
on floating petals, were so thick that 
a swift paw could scoop up a mouth­ 
ful at will,” wrote Smith in a recent 
issue of World’s Work. 
“All was en­ 
chanting peace. 
Yet I could almost 
feel the unseen eyes of the Chervan­ 
tes watching our every move from 
among the trees. 
And a column of 
signal smoke, 
rising now and again 
above the forest rook, revealed that 
our progress was being reported to 
natives higher up.” 


On the sixth day this languid peace 
was interrupted by the vicious swish­ 
ing of poisoned arrows. 
Instantly a 
babble of hysterical cries from Smith’s 
terrified Carajas. 
In a 
moment the 
canoe was headed down stream in a 
panic stricken flight. So ended Smith’s 
first expedition. 


Blit the march of civilization is not 
easily 
turned hack. 
Smith is once 
more bound to the darkest corner of 
the earth. 
This time 
he 
will be 
equipped to face the poisoned arrows 
of the natives.

NORTHWEST TO 
AID OF HAUGEN 
FARM RELIEF 


St. Paul, May 12— (UP)—The North­ 
west today came io the rescue of die 
Haugen agricultural relief bill which 
its senators and representatives arc 
backing iii congress. 
A storm of telegrams was sent tc 
Washington 
from 
Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota and other states, 
inspired by the statement of Rep. Til- 
son, republican floor leader in 
the 
house, that “congress will not enact 
the Haugen bill.” 
The avalanche of telegrams was de­ 
clared to be the greatest of its kind 
ever to take place in the north west 
states. 
The corn belt committee, with head­ 
quarters in Minneapolis, and the Min­ 
nesota 
Farm 
Bureau 
federation, 
through 
its 
state organization 
and 
practically all of its county bureaus, 
led in the telegraphic battle to save 
the Haugen measure. 
They are joined, according to J. F. 
Reed, president of the Minnesota Farm 
Bureau federation, by farmers’ organ­ 
izations of Wisconsin, Kansas, Nebras­ 
ka, Iowa, North and South Dakota 
and parts of Illinois. 
In Minnesota, bsiness men, too, sent 
telegrams to Washington urging pass­ 
age of the Haugen bill, asserting the 
prosperity of die 
northwest 
is 
at 
stake. 
The organizations are inalterably 
opposed to the Tincher farm relief 
measure, Reed said. 
The Haugen bill has the endorse­ 
ment of “ninety-nine and one-half per 
cent of all the farmers in the north­ 
west,” . he declared. 
“This is the lirst time in history 
that the farmers have actually become 
aroused over national farm legisla­ 
tion. 
They have recognized the Tin­ 
cher hill for what it is—a mere ges­ 
ture to furnish agricultural relief— 
and they are solidly back of the Hau­ 
gen bill on the principles it embodies.”
